Washington.—With the coming of 
the clear, cool days of October the tide 
of sightM or* has set in here. 
th*tobor 
hiuI November and May and June are 
the big sight-seeing months. 
The peo­ 
ple from outside have learned that 
these months mark the favorable 
Sons for visiting the national capital. 
The reappearance of the sightseeing 
rood tills fall is another reminder 
that the war is over. 
With tile en­ 
trance of the United States into Hie 
war tile word went out tiiat the na­ 
tional capital had no room for idle 
Visitors and so from April, UHT, until 
recently there was not an unii-ual 
number of sight-seen*. The crowds 
now remind one of the days before 
the war. 
Before the sightseeing stream was 
Interrupted In the spring of IIM7 more 
than one million visitors twine here 
every year. 
Many of the high schools 
throughout tin* eastern section of the 
country had included a visit to Wash­ 
ington for tile pupils of tile schools as 
a part of the regular course of study. 
That educational bodies have returned 
to tins practice is indicated by tit© 
Crowds of high school students that 
are now 
making 
their 
appearance. 
Student bodies have come from as far 
w cm as Dido and from as far north as 
the northern part of New York stub*. 


Congress the Chief Sight. 


Visitors are finding that tile old at­ 
tractions are all here, and that the 
war has created some additional ones. 
Congress, with most of the sight-seers, 
Is the first attraction, 
.lust now the 
visitors from outside ar*- particularly 
fortunate in being able to listen to tile 
senate discuss th** treaty of lienee with 
Germany. Ordinarily there ar** a good 
many more applicants for admission to 
the galleries Ilian can be arcanum aint- 
ed. 
An effort is made to give prefer­ 
ence to the student lindies, 
Next to congress and the capitol 
winding. 
Hie 
Congressional 
library 
building and its contents attract. Then 
there Is tin* visit to the Washington 
monument and til** ride or tin* climb 
to til** top of lf, the visit to the htir<*nu 
of engraving and printing where th** 
palier na>n**y and postage stamps are 
matte, the visit to the treasury with 
Its large slocks of mopey, lite* trip 
through the old war, state and navy 
building; a look through the govern­ 
ment printing office mid then an ®x- 
pion* I hoi of the in*w blending occupied 
by th** department of the interior, a 
structure that list more fbior splice 
than any other

America. 
Th** visitors also have to have a look 
at tin* temporary buildings that were 
put up to meet the demand* of the 
war. 
These are to lie found In Po­ 
tomac park, on Hie Mali and on Ho* 
I‘ 
Station plaza. The buildings In 
Potomac park and en th** Mall are 
u*ed for offices, while those on tile 
plaza are hotels for women govern­ 
ment employe***. 
Tile visitors discover Hint Hie work 
has Just been resumed on the Im­ 
portant government Improvement* that 
wcr** limier wny when the war broke 
OUt. 
Tile most conspicuous of these 
Improvement* is tile Lincoln memorial 
In Potomac park. 
It would have !»een 
completed by Hd* time bad not Hie 
war Interfered. 
Nearly All Open to Tourists. 


Not all of the “must riots** that 
went up during the war have been re­ 
moved, but generally speaking tourists 
s git Sn have the freedom of Hie city, 
During the war all the public buildings 
wi re dosed to visitors. 
Now they are 
all open to tourist* except the White 
ll Oils**. 
When the United States en­ 
tered the war the iron gate* leading 
into the White House grounds were 
r lo .n l and this men rd, of course, the 
closing of the east room of the White 
llou»<*» to visitor*. 
The iron gates are 
still dosed against visitors. There has 
been relaxation to this extent, that if 
a member of congress send* friend* to 
th** executive office with a note of In­ 
troduction they will be shown through 
the lower part of the White House.

SAVING OUR BACON 


Origin of an Ancient Colloqui­ 
alism in Connecticut. 


Expression Used When 
Debtor Gets 


Best of Creditors by Question­ 


able Methods in Busi­ 


ness Deals. 


Distribution and sale of the govern­ 
ment supply ef bacon brought to Hie 
minds of muny who are acquainted 
with old sayings Hie ancient colloqui­ 
alism. 
“Saving 
one’s 
bacon.” 
The 
thrifty housewife, laying I ii a store of 
the smoked meat, assures her near 
neighbor* that she is “saving lier ba­ 
con.” Tile housewife, of course, is tell­ 
ing tile truth, but as she repeats the 
ancient colloquialism she fails to use 
it in its proper sense. 
The housewife who Is so gay over 
“saving her baenn” would be horri­ 
fied and Justly provoked lf her neigh­ 
bor would reply; “ What! You cheating 
your creditors?” And that is just what 
slie means lf site employs the term 
properly. Tile story of Hie origin of 
the colloquialism is credited to Con­ 
necticut, according to the Hartford 
Times. 
In Hie days when Hie Charter Oak 
was green and Sir BMinuud A n d reas 
was more green, New london boasted 
of a citizen of tile name of Fit! John 
Winthrop. He was a sailor, and more­ 
over of literary tastes. These ta s te s 
were more distinctly commercial. T h a t 
la. while be was quite a bibliophile on 
his own account, and bad a goodly 
store of books, he was in the business 
ot collecting books for others. Prob­ 
ably because be was something of a 
connoisseur, the colonist who coveted 
foreign published books engaged him 
to obtain them when be was in port 
on the other side; or. knowing their 
fads, lie would, of his own account, 
make the purchases, and bring them 
over, disposing of them at a fair profit. 
Among the customers was a lawyer 
who was also interested in shipping, 
polities and several other things which 
in our later day might go by the name 
of speculations. At the time when he 
wjj, flush with money be would invest 


Iii bookit, and depute Cap*. Kit * John 
to obtain them abroad. Among ethel 
works for which he bad something 
of a penchant were those of Lord 
Bacon, Ile managed to have quite a 
sizable importation at different times 
(in one occasion, 
when the captain 
came into port aud brought bim a 
bale of books, he found the lawyer In 
financial difficult lea of a shady char 
acier. On the following day the prop 
erty was to lie “distrained.” Under 
the colonial law among other things 
exempt from the claws of tile creditor 
was merit of various descriptions and 
quantities. Bewailing the fact that his 
hooks must go under the hammer, lu­ 
nas disconsolate 
when the captain 
carne with tin* additional volumes. Ile 
turd a decent supply of wits and lie 
and the lawyer, working Industriously 
tty night, 
managed to stow away a 
good deal of the library In meat bar­ 
rels in Hie cellar. On top of each was 
a layer of bacon in coarse salt. Tin 
following day, when the sheriff's clerk 
came with ids red chalk, he scrawled 
his “X" on each of the barrels, and 
the contents were exempted. It must 
have been some time later when (’apt. 
BM!/, John related the story, Hod m an­ 
aged to add. "Leave it to any one If 
them bar is didn t hold B acon!” And 
so when a debtor got tile best of his 
creditors by questionable methods, the 
proceedings got to be known as "sav­ 
ing one’s bacon.”

were rich In oil, and since then the 
production of It has been a consider­ 
able Industry In connection with the 
Pacific salmon fishery. 
By 1895 the 
annual output had risen to 50,000 gal­ 
lons.
